Madrid, September 14.—The revolt | 
started by Captain General Primo | 
Rivera at Barcelona and which spread | 
with great rapidity through various 
sections of the countrys culminated | 
today in the resignation of the Span-| 
ish cabinet and the setting up of 4 | 
military directorate. 

King Alfonso, who returned 
Madrid today, was besought by Pre- 
mier Albucemas to provide methods 
of the punishment of the revolting | 
military men, but he declined to do 
so, and Alhucemas immediaely hand- | 
ed in his own resignation and that of 
his ministers. 

Rivera is on his way to Madrid, 
there to take charge. at least for 
the time being, of the directorate 
which is now composed of Generals 
Cavaleanti, Daban and Fred- 
erie Berenguer, and presided over 
by General Munoz Cobo, captain gen- 
eral of Madrid. It is stated that 
General Rivera tomorrow will proba- | 
bly substitute a mixed military and 
civil cabinet for the directorate and 
that he will designate ministers, 

Rivera before leaving Barcelona Je- 

-clared that it was not his intention 
to give up his post of captain gen- 
eral of Catalonia. — 

Although martial law has been pro- 
claimed throughout the realm no dis- 
turbances have been reported from 
any place. The people everywhere 
are said to be carrying out their usual 
daily routine, and there is scarcely 
amywhere any indication that there 
has been a successful coup d'etat in 
Spain. :

Will Soon Begin 
Work on Models 


In less than a month Gutzon Bor- 
glum will be making in his studio at 
Stone mountain clay models of the 
figures to be carved across the preci- 
pice in the great Confederate miiltary 
panorama, it was announced yesterday 
by the executive committee of the 
Stone Mountain Confederate Monu- 
mental association. 

The panorama will extend across 
the mountain a distance of 1,350 feet 
and will portray Confederate artillery, 
Confederate .cavalry, the Confederate 
high command and Confederate infan- 
try, from-right to left in the order 
named. The Confederate high com- 
mand will be portrayed in the central 
group on which work is now in prog- 
ress. 

Mr. Borglum’s studio in front of 
the mountain is nearing completion 
and two carloads of sculptor’s model- 


Immediately upon completion of the 
studio Mr. Borglum will commence his 
modeling with a large force of assist 
ants.. 

The studio is an immense building 
consisting of one. room. The floor 
will be rvugh finish eoncrete and the 
interior walls will be in wallboard 
donated by the Carev Roofing com- 
pany, representing a contribution of 
several hundred dollars. The studio 
parallels the face of the mountain and 
has a row of immense windows on the 
mountain side and a row of skylights 
on the side opposite the mountain.

WESTERN UNION LOSES 
IN STATE ROAD CASE 


Decision of Fulton superior court 
in the case of the state of Georgia, as 
owner of the Western & Atlantic rail- 
road, against the Western Union Tele- 
graph company, was upheld Friday 
by the Georgia supreme court.- The 
higher court justices divided evenly 
on the decision, three concurring and 
three disagreeing. Under the law, 
such a division automatically affirms 
the finding of the lower court. 

The case was brought by the state 
in 1920, seeking to require the tele- 
graph company to remove all poles 
and wires from the railroad right-of- 
way. The company in its reply con- 
tended that it had authority to use the 
right-of-way under an act of the leg- 
islature of December 20, 1847, giving 
“magnetic telegraph companies” the 
right to use any public road or high-
